The Chief Cause 


LONDON.—Though Britain spent 
considerably Ices on gambling dur- 
Ing 1040, 
Annuat Report of the Churches’ 
Committee on Gambling recently 
issucd here, this was due less to a 
chango jn outlook by the gamblers 
than to lack of opportunity because 
of wartime conditions. 

Several protests were miade to 
the Government during the past 
year, ‘and certain. restrictive mea- 
sures’ were taken, Reference was 
made to the resumption of horse- 
racing, the continuation of  grey- 
hound racing, the amount of time, 
money, dnd newsprint devoted to 
football pools, and the trowth of 
night clubs for officers and men on 
leave from the Services.

LET US BE: READY 


THE time has come when 
Hongkong must get rid of its 
casual and sceptical attitude to 
political and military events in 
the Far East, and to assess 
calmly: and dispassionately the 
possible developments of the 
future and ther relation to the 
Colony. Britain and hor Em- 
pire, including Hongkong, have, 
in common with the United 
States taken steps during the 
week-end which renounce the 
previous policy of appeasement 
vis-a-vis Japinm, The meaning 
behind these actions is clear: 
Japan must ceuse her aggres- 
sive. designs in the’ Paciljc, or 
take the consequences. _— 

We in Hongkong welcome 
that. decision. Many,’ in fact, 
fee] that it has~been~too~tong- 
delayed. There will be no 
shrinking from the  conse~ 
quences, whatever they may be. 
Both the local authoriticy and 
the Imperial Government can 
feel assured that’ the whole- 
hearted loyalty and willing sup- 
port of the community will be 
given under any circumstances. 

The general hope, however, 
will bo that the moves made _by 
the United States and the Em- 
pire, will be sufficient to deter 
Japan from doing anything that 
will make it necessary for the 
present, economic sanctions to 
be implemented by more scrious 
action, Japan has still to make 
an irrevocable und fatal de- 
cision, and there is no reason 
why the more moderate political 
influences should not prevail in 
her councils and a tragedy 
avoided. The next move be- 
longs to Japan. ; 

In the meantime, Hongkong 
has her position to consider. 
I'rom-the physical point of view 
it has long been uncnviable, -ng- 
suming that developments at 
any time should take a | grave 
turn. But our defences against 
an invader are good and are 
nided by strategical advantages.
